A motion carried that the Munici¬ 
pality allow the Government schedule 
of relief as follows: $7.50 per month 
for 'man and wife, $1.00 extra per 
month for each child, $5.00 per mdnth 
for coal, during the winter; clothing 
relief to be allowed at the discretion 
of the council. 

A letter was read from Ballachey, 
Burnet & Heseltine, High River, in re¬ 
spect to the damage claim of C. M. 
Pecifield. It was moved and carried 


On Wednesday afternoon, Sept. 16, 
a petition was circulated among the 
business houses in town with the ob¬ 
ject of having the Wednesday half¬ 
holiday go into effect this coming 
Wednesday, September 23rd. In for¬ 
mer years the half-holiday was dis/ 
continued for a period of three months 
each fall, but this year due to the ear¬ 
ly harvest, it was felt that there was 
no object to be gained in keeping the 
stores open on Wednesday afternoons 
any longer. All business men in town 
have signed the petition and the Wed- 
esday half-holiday will definitely go 
into effect on September 23rd. Shop¬ 
pers from the town and district will 
please take nqtice of the change.

The Council advised Mr. Hames 
that they had been in sympathy with 
such a movement for a considerable 
time, and Councillor Ellis moved that 
ihe secretary draft up a resolution, 
and forward same to the Minister for 
ms approval authorizing the Municipal 
District to levy a poll tax on all per¬ 
sons of the full age of twertty-one 
years who is employed in or around 
any coal mine, situate within the boun¬ 
daries of the Municipal District of 
Harmony.

It has been observed that in the last few months, a great 
many people from within and from without Canada, have 
been journeying round telling us that we are in deplorable 
shape from the standpoint of military defense, and should 
bestir ourselves to build up army, navy and air forces. 
Much of what these advisers say may be true, but they have 
none of them got to the point of explaining how these new 
burdens can'be paid for. 

The already overburdened, middle class public of-Can- 
ada, which pays the bulk of taxes, is not responsive to the 
suggestion of more taxes. Expenditure for military pur¬ 
poses, might make the land of Canada “safer” in the event 
of certain speculative developments, but the majority of 
Canadians are greatly worried about their safety in the 
here and now, and the imposition of further taxes would 
undoubtedly undermine that already precarious safety. .

.vhich is liable, exasperated and helpless. It is this element 
n the relief administration which makes it impossible to 
stimate with any certainty what expenditure may be. 

These people who shift about from place to place—pos- 
ibly in earnest, but futile search of work—are only techni¬ 
cally “residents” of any particular municipality. But they 
.ire definitely the responsibility, of the Dominion govern- 
nent. They move with relative freedom from point to paint 
vithin a province, and from province to province.

Premier Aberhart is quoted as saying that those in posi¬ 
tion to pay their debts will have to do so, and that the Act 
is not intended as “cover” for the unscrupulous.

Hundreds of others, 
who are securing temporary relief 
I from the relief commission, have not 
bothered to register at the employ¬ 
ment office, it was said. 

Last year more than 500 men were 
placed on farms in Southern Alberta 
under the provincial government farm 
scheme during the winter months. The 
men, however, were paid at the rate 
of between $5 and $10 a month, while 
under the new plan it is believed that 
a.higher iate of wages would be paid. 

Officials of the employment service 
stated that they had not yet been ad¬ 
vised of the new scheme, but expected 
.to receive instructions within the next 
few weeks. 

Last year, the farm scheme did not 
become effective until November 15, 
but as federal government work camps 
will not be re-opened this winter, it is 
believed that the government would 
begin placing men early in October. 

A plan under which the Dominion 
government will guarantee lending in¬ 
stitutions against losses up to 15 per 
cent for loans to a maximum of $50,- 
0(i0,000 to home owners for repairs 
and improvements on dwelling, was 
announced by Prime Minister Mack¬ 
enzie King and A. B. Purvis, chair¬ 
man of the national commission on 
employment and relief. 

The government is also working, it 
was stated, on a policy of providing 
low rental homes in urban centres, 
possibly providing slum clearance, and 
the construction of houses of a class 
suitable for those whose incomes en¬ 
able them to purchase when conven¬ 
ient payments can be' arranged. All 
this will be in conjunction with and 
dependent upon provincial, municipal 
and community co-operation.

It is far from a comforting situation 
which Miss Whitton presents. In a fu¬ 
ture article Miss Whitton will discuss 
possible ways out. 

In the meantime, the facts recited 
ought to serve as a challenge to all 
classes of Canadians. What is to be 
done? Drift can only lead to disaster. 
But what sort of action should be ap¬ 
plied ? 

Miss Whitton supplies the keynote 
that should dominate study of the 
problem when she says, “fundamental 
changes have taken place in Canada, 
and these have to be faced.” Funda¬ 
mental diseases, in other words, de¬ 
mand fundamental remedies.

in endeavours to discredit the grain trade, to force their own poli¬ 
cies upon the country and to obtain an unfair advantage for the 
Pools at the country elevator points. 

THE FOLLOWING FACTS ARE TRUE: 

1. The Western Pools art and have been s nee their inception, 
members of the V\ innipeg Grain Exchange. _'l hey continually use 
the facilities of the Exchange for the benefit of their customers. 

2. When representative!? of the grain trade were called upon 
to give advice to the Dominion Government in 1935 concerning the 
establishment of a Wheat Board, they appeared publicly before a 
Parliamentary Committee. On that occasion, as the /first witnesses 
called, they advised the Government to appoint a Wheat Board, to 
provide a minimum price for the protection of farmers and to use 
every available channel to market Canadian wheat and to maintain 
Canada's place in the wheat markets of the world. The representa¬ 
tives of the Western Pools, on the same occasion, demanded the 
Wheat Board Bill in its original form under which no provision was 
made for a mini nuin price but only for the establishment of a com¬ 
pulsory marketing system. 

3. The Winnipeg Grain Exchange is one in the chain of world’s 
grain markets. It is a meeting place for all buyers and sellers of 
grain. The grain trade hiis no quarrel with those who think a bet¬ 
ter method can be found, but up to date no one has discovered a 
method of-marketing that will better set ve the interests ol tut far¬ 
mer. 

4. It is the interest of the grain trade that the farmer phould 
obtain the best possible price for his product and the maximum 
Government support in the hour of his need. The interest of the 
grain trade is not thus at variance with that nf grain growers; on 
the contrary, the grain trade realizes keenly that the prosperity of 
agriculture is essential to the well-being of the Dominion and of all 
its industries, including their own. 

5. No line elevator company, any more than a Pool elevator 
company, designs to make profit from the fluctuation of grain prices 
which are determined by numerous causes that are not and cannot 
be controlled by the grain trade, the Wheat Board or the Pools. 

6. As has been stated before on numerous occasions, in the 
plainest possible terms, the grain trade and the Winnipeg Grain 
Exchange have made no representations to the Government against 
the fixing of a high minimum price nor in favour of the dis-estab- 
lishment of the Wheat Board or the curtailment of its activities. 

THE FOLLOWING QUOTED STATEMENTS ARE FALSE: 

|. The Western Producer, which is the organ of the Saskatch¬ 
ewan Pool, states in its issue of September 10, 1936, that f the Gov¬ 
ernment has decreed the death of the Wheat Board and the'reby has 
complied with the express desire of the grain trade. THIS IS 
FALSE. The grain trade has expressed no such desire. 

2. The same paper, in the same issue, states, “The work of a 
generation is to be scuttled and if its present intentions are car¬ 
ried out next year and for many years thereafter, the farmers, if 
they have a crop, arc to be thrown to "the w olves of the Grain ’Ex¬ 
change.” This statement is merely abusive and its Implications 
libellous. If it is intended to -mean that the members of the Grain 
Exchange, which comprises all the elevator companies (including 
the Pools), the mills and merchants, both foreign and domestic, who 
compete for the sale of the Western Canada cro.p. are organized for 
the purpose, not of service to the producer hut to prejudice his inter¬ 
est. this statement is not only false but must be known to be false 
to the editor and owners of this paper. 

' 3. The following statciment is contained in a circular forward¬ 
ed to various organizations throughout Western Canada by the 
Saskatchewan Provincial President of the Co-operative Common¬ 
wealth Federation; ‘The Government, by setting the pegged price 
at 87Vi<. basis No. 1 Nor. Fort William—73c to the farmer—has 
taken money from you and given it to the Grain Exchange.” This 
statement is false and can only be based upon cam,plete ignorance or 
extreme malice. Nq line elevator company, any more than any Pool 
elevator, designs to make any profit from the fluctuations of grain 
prices. The grain trade challenges the gentleman who made this state 
ment to explain it and to prove it. It is inconceivable that the West¬ 
ern Pools and the elevator companies who have served the producer 
of Western Canada fdr so many years, efficiently and houourably, 
should be willing to continue to belong to an institution which is or¬ 
ganized for any such evil purpose. 

4. The numerous statements being made thioughout the coun¬ 
try by propagandists that the grain trade is desirous of anything 
hut the welfare nf the fainter or has brought pressure upon the 
Government with reterence to the Wheat Board or the wheat policy 
of Canada, is untrue. 

NOTE—It is understood that a Commission will shortly 
inquire into the grain marketing system. The grain trade in¬ 
vites those who have made the above statements and similar 
misrepresentations of fart, to appear before the Commission 
and support their statements hy evidence and argument.

The wheat production of Canada 
for 1936 is estimated at 232,973,000 
bushels in a crop reported issued by 
the Dominion Bureau of Statistics. Of 
this amount * 220,903,000 bushels is 
spring wheat, and 12,070,000 bushels 
fall wheat.. The spring wheat crop 
of the prairie provinces is estimated 
at 216,000,000 bushels. 

Last Year's Figures 

The total wheat crop of Canada last 
year was 277,339,000 bushels of which 
264,738,000 bushels was spring wheat, 
and 12,601,000 bushels fall wheat. The 
three prairie provinces last year pro¬ 
duced 269,500,000 bushels of wheat. 

For the three prairie provinces, the 
preliminary estimates of total produc¬ 
tion in 1936, compared with 1935 with¬ 
in brackets, are, in bushels, as follows: 
wheat 216,000,000 (269,500,000); oats 
136,408,000 (244,864,000); barley 

56,208,000 (62,626,000); rye 3,887,000 
(8,379,000); fla*-seed 1,780,000 (1,368 
400). 

In United States spring wheat pro¬ 
duction is estimated
